Under these famous silks, the 
Whitney Stable,established by the 
grandfather of the present owner, 
William C. Whitney, has sustained 
a top-ranking hold on the American 
Turf. 


In recent years Whichone, 
poise, Top Flight and other speedy 
horses have won for Mr. Whitney 
who was the leading owner in 
amounts won during 1930-31-32 and 
33. $422,923, this is the second 
highest total in history in 1931.

In an interview graciously granted 
recently by Middleburg’s charming 
Grande Dame who celebrated her 
fourscore-and-eighth birthday this 
week, several facts pertaining to the 
town’s early history were disclosed. 
It was learned that Dr. William A. 
Broaddus living then at the present 
home of L. C. Leith established the 
first Baptist School for Girls in Mid- 
dleburg in 1837. Dr. Broaddus used 
the large brick house for a dormitory 
and had the school buildings on what 
is now known as Bureau Corner. 

3ureau Corner was so called be- 
cause of the establishment there of a 
Freedman’s Bureau in Reconstruc- 
tion days. 





Another noted school for girls 
was kept by Miss Tebbs on the pres- 
ent site of the Confederate Hall. Be- 
gun in the early fifties, this school 
was later bought by a Mrs. Herndon 
who discontinued it sometime after 
the Civil War. 

The very first house to be built in 
what was in 1749, known as Chinn’s 
Crossroads, now Middleburg, was on 
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the site of the Iron Jockey and known 
for years as the Moran House. While 
some of the walls and chimneys may 
be a part of the old house the Iron 
Jockey is not the original building. 


With the building of other homes 
the need of a church arose and this 
was met by the erection of a large 
stone church in the East end of town 
now housing the colored Methodist 
Congregation. Owned by the White 
Methodists it was turned over to their 
colored charges sometime after the 
Civil War. A new brick church was 
built by the Methodists on main 
street in 1858 provided with galler- 
ies running along the sides and end 
of the building to accommodate the 
colored slaves. In the meantime the 
old church was converted into a pub- 
lic school where for the first time 
boys and girls of grammar school age 
were taught in the same building by 
three teachers from the north, Mrs. 
Crooks, Mrs. Fuell, and Mr. Lemke. 
The school flourished until ’61 but 
the day that news came that Virginia 
had seceded from the Union the fac- 
ulty hurriedly closed up shop and 
left for parts unknown. The high 
spot in Middleburg’s day a hundred 
years ago was the arrival each even- 
ing at dusk of two stage coaches, one 
from Winchester and the other from 
Alexandria. This coach line was 
managed by Whaley Brothers whose 
skill in handling their four-in-hands 
was known the length of the journey. 

The silvery notes of the hunting 
horn announced their arrival at Mrs. 
Tom Nolan’s Tavern kept in those 
days at the home of the late D. A. 
Ferguson. 

Known for her high-temper and ar- 
bitrary ways, Mrs. Nolan kept a firm 
hand on her servants and guests and 
had the reputation of being able to 
“swear like a blind Jew.” 

What is now known as Route 50, 
running east and west through town 
was even in that early day a stone 
or macadam road, else it could not 
have accomodated the top-heavy, 
swaying stage coaches with their 
loads of passengers and baggage. 

Built by slave labor in the early 
part of the eighteenth century, this 
highway was paved with asphalt in 
1915 and provides the shortest route 
between the nation’s Capital and the 
Shenandoah Valley.

Hear Ye! Hear Ye! Be it known 
to all present that the Middleburg 
Chronicle is about to move its habi- 
tat from the noisy confines of Main 
Street to a more secluded spot, a lit- 
tle farther from the maddning 
crowd. 

The small brick house of North 
Madison Street thought to have been 
built in 1827 by Nobel Beveridge has 
been secured and, following its com- 
plete renovation, will house the local 
members of the Fourth Estate. This 
house has seen Middleburg advance 
from a crossroads category to a town 
of prominence and importance in 
Virginia’s ‘‘scheme of things entire.” 

For many years it was a part of 
the servants quarters of the Bever- 
idge House, Middleburg’s leading 
ante-bellum Hotel. It has served 
many purposes housing families both 
black and white in all these years. 


A late resident of note is Joseph 
M. Martin who came here more than 
a half-century ago ‘‘with two hands 
and the finest wife in the world’’. 
Mr. Martin for many years operated 
a blacksmith shop near his home and 
at the time of his death a decade ago 
was one of the wealthiest men in 
town. 


Under the regime of the late 
George E. Vogel the little brick house 
was used for police headquarters but 
since that time has returned to the 
more peaceful ways of family life.

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Discovery of Horse 


Like Wolf In Asia 


Much is still to be learned regard- 
ing the earliest history of the horse 
in North America, but the fossil re- 
mains which have been found at var- 
ious times lead us to suppose that he 
must have come into this continent 
from Asia, his original birth place, 
over land bridges existing in Tertiary 
times. 


At the end of the Pleistocene per- 
iod the species seems to have died 
out in North America, why no one 
ean definitely say. They were too 
small at that stage of their evolu- 
tionary development for the cause to 
have been the shortage of food, as it 
was with the dinosaur and other 
large animals. At any rate they 
were not heard of again in this coun- 
try until the coming of the Spaniards. 


The evolution of the horse, or equi- 
dae, has been traced through inter- 
mediate stages back to the eohippus, 
which was about the size of a wolf, 
or smaller, with four definite toes on 
the fore foot and three on the hind 
foot. 


It seems that primitive man at a 
later period in the history of this lit- 
tle animal hunted it for food, as we 
find from the bones which have been 
discovered in the caves, man’s earl- 
iest dwellings. 


It is sometimes difficult to believe 
that our beautiful thoroughbred of 
today had so lowly a beginning, but 
even in those times the little eohippus 
must have been fleet of foot, for only 
the bones of the very young are 
found amongst the remains in caves 
and it is hardly possible that man, at 
that period of his history, gave much 
thought to the tenderness of his 
meat. His necessities were far too 
great for him to consider any choice 
in that regard. However, as regards 
this subject of evolution, we have 
only to compare the lovely lady who 
takes a beauty prize at Atlantic City 
with her bow-legged, hirsute ances- 
tress, a pleasing reproduction of 
which may be seen in the Field Mus- 
eum at Chicago. 


In Europe, Asia and Africa the 
eohippus must have found more con- 
genial surroundings than elsewhere, 
for it is in these countries that his 
evolutionary remains are best stud- 
ied. The history of his gradual de- 
velopment through the ages is too 
long and technical to be entered into 
here, the changes appearing at dif- 
ferent stages in the teeth, the almost 
entire loss of the toes, the increase 
in size, which latter must have come 
after man tamed him and turned him 
to his own use. 

A great deal has been written 
about the intelligence of the horse. 
There is, in fact, nothing the matter 
with his sagacity as compared with 
that of other animals. It is usually 
the lack of it in his rider, who often 
cannot seem to learn that a horse’s 
mouth is not made like those belong- 
ing to the ones on a merry-go-round 
and so swings onto his head with re- 
lentless grip while at the same time 
requiring him to take a fence. 

Those beautiful Arab barbs that 
are treated as members of the family 
around their masters’ tents have re- 
sponded with a highly developed in- 
telligence and the affection between 
master and horse eliminates that 
iron control thought so necessary by 
the owners and grooms in this land 
of ours which we feel to be so much 
more civilized.

SIMPSONS JOG-TROTTIN

Frank Littleton, raising sheep 
on the Grand Scale Finds A Profit 
At Oak Hill With Careful Manage- 
ment.

Farming is a many sidcd 
as old as time. It has’ been 
in so many different ways by 
kind the world over that it 
wonder that the animal has 
menced to cry help. It has 
sucked so long and well that 
is little left unless the farmer 
handles the beast with great care. 
And it is only the careful farmers 
who are able to wrest a living from 
its lean sides. 

How to make money 
the land would provide a _ fortune 
for anyone who was able to con- 
clusively provide the answer, but 
at the present time rich farmers 
are unknown in this country. The 
best answer so far provided is to 
tackle the problem thoroughly, de- 
cide on the angle best suited for 
each particular farm in the locality 
and then farm for the best markets. 

Sheep raising in this section of 
Virginia has at least the reputaion 
of keeping a farmer from losing 
money, even though it is no more 
of a gold mine than the rest of the 
industry.

Mr. Littleton has energetically 
farmed his broad acres at Aldie ever 
since he came into possession of the 
famous old Munroe estate and _ for 
some time, he has been the largest 
sheep producer in this section of 
Virginia. A visit to his farm at 
lambing time is a _ revelation in 
careful sheep management. Each 
ewe is fed for a month before dropp- 
ing her lamb. Then she is brought 
into a large barn filled with small 
Separate pens and there, free from 
harm, she is kept with her lamb or 
lambs, and twins are not infrequent 
under the Littleton management, 
until both are strong enough to be 
free from harm from the rest of the 
flock. A good supply of milk for the 
youngsters is maintained by a

generous feéd allowance of ground 
alfalfa, crushed oats, bran and lin- 
seed meal tdgether with some soy

As a result of this treatment, Mr. 
Littleton is dble to show over 100 
per cent production in his flock of 
more than 2,000 ewes. The lambs, 
which come early, are pushed along 
so as to be rdady for the ~ earliest 
spring market. Then unlike’ the 
majority of sheep growers, Mr. 
Littleton slaughters his produce on 


details from his father’s hands. 
Applications of lime and _ super 
acid phosphate materially help the 
Oak Hill pastures whose green color 
attract the eye of many travelers 
on their way through Aldie.
